During the past year Stefan Polish Minister to Argentina, has 

visited Uruguay on numerous occasions. It is known that he spent a eor*~ 
siderable part of his vacation at Punts, del Este and that he contacted 
the Uruguayan Foreign Office on three different occasions for the purpose 
of reestablishing diplomatic relations between Uruguay and Poland and 
stimulating commercial trade between Poland and Uruguay* Reportedly, he 
has been tmeoecessful in establishing diplomatic relations and ms advised 
that Uruguay is not interested at the present time* However, It ms 
recommended that he make another approach toward the latter part of the 
year when a decision might be reached* 


In June 1950 it u&s reported from Argentina that Sssumowski had received 
instructions from the Ministry of Foreign Relations in Warsaw that he 
travel to Montevideo to discreetly sound out the possibility of establish- 
ing full diplomatic relations between Poland and Uruguay* Reportedly, 
Szumowski made a three-day visit to Montevideo from 29-31 May* 1950 and 
while there he contacted Maurlcdo Mirabel, Uruguayan representative of 
the Polish trading company RBOQMIN, who is suspected of being a Polish 
intelligence agent. Mirabel had arranged an interview for Saumowski with 
Dr„ Carlos Quijeno, an Uruguayan who is head of the Escport^Ikport Conissicn 
in Uruguay and the director of the Montevideo weekly nagaain©’, torch a,

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According to source, the Polish Minister to Argentina, after returning to 
Buenos Aires, advised Warsaw that the present time was not propitious for 
entering into any discussions aimed at establishing diplomatic relations 
with Uruguay . 
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According to source, during the early part of 1950, Szumowski 

was instrumental in obtaining divisas for the importation of Polish ste&i, 
wood, and heavy machinery, * and although the divisas were distributed amongst 
the Montevideo merchants f no Uruguayan banks were willing to ftenish the 
necessary' credits *
